District of Columbia Job Activity June 2008

The number of District wage and salary jobs increased by 2,300
in June 2008. The public sector accounted for all the over-the-
month job growth, the private sector’s employment was un-
changed. In the private sector, professional and business services
added 2,700 jobs, other services added 1,000 jobs, leisure and
hospitality increased by 400 jobs, trade, transportation and utili-
ties added 200 jobs, natural resources and construction and fi-
nancial activities added 100 jobs each. Manufacturing was un-
changed. Meanwhile, educational and health services lost 4,400
jobs, and information lost 100 jobs. In the public sector, the
Federal Government gained 2,700 jobs; District Government lost
400 jobs, while transportation was unchanged.

In the last twelve months, the District gained a total of 11,200
jobs. The private sector added 8,800 jobs and the public sector
gained 2,400 jobs. The private sector growth occurred in edu-
cational and health services (up by 6,000 jobs), other services
(up by 1,900 jobs), professional and business services (up by
1,700 jobs), leisure and hospitality (up by 1,200 jobs), natural re-
sources and construction (up by 100 jobs). Trade, transportation
and utilities sector was unchanged. Losses were noted in infor-
mation (down by 1,100 jobs each), financial activities (down by
900 jobs), and manufacturing (down by 100 jobs). In the public
sector, the Federal Government increased by 1,300 jobs; District
Government gained 900 jobs, and local government (transporta-
tion) added 200 jobs.

Washington Metropolitan Division June 2008

Total wage and salary employment in the Washington Metropol-
itan Division increased over the month by 10,600. The private
sector increased by 14,400 jobs while the public sector decreased
by 3,800 jobs. Within the private sector, gains were registered in
leisure and hospitality (up by 5,700 jobs), professional and busi-
ness services (up by 5,600 jobs), trade, transportation and utili-
ties (up by 2,500 jobs each), natural resources and construction
(up by 2,000 jobs), other services (up by 1,700 jobs), financial
activities (up by 600 jobs), manufacturing (up by 400 jobs), and
information (up by 300 jobs). Losses were noted in educational
and health services (down by 4,400 jobs). In the public sector,
the Federal Government increased by 3,100 jobs; local govern-
ment gained 1,800 jobs; and state governments lost 8,700 jobs.

During the last twelve months, the Washington Metropolitan
Division gained a total of 23,700 jobs. The private sector added
15,400 jobs and the public sector gained 8,300 jobs. The private
sector growth occurred in professional and business services (up
by 10,500 jobs), educational and health services (up by 8,500
jobs), other services (up by 5,300 jobs), leisure and hospitality
(up by 2,000 jobs), and trade, transportation and utilities (up
by 500 jobs). Losses were registered in natural resources and
construction (down by 4,900 jobs), financial activities (down by
3,100 jobs), information (down by 2,400 jobs), and manufactur-
ing (down by 1,000 jobs). In the public sector, local government
gained 6,300 jobs; the federal government increased by 1,300
jobs; and state government added 700 jobs.
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
